Death was ome a poison gas 
with which he a4 been experi- 
menting at the laboratory of the 
Imperial College of Science and 
Technology at South Kensington. 

His life had been devoted to 
combatting man's insect enemies 
and his orts had been rewarded 
with some remarkable successes, 
notably in destroying pest which 
attack cotton, silk, wheat and 
wood and also in educating the 
public against the danger of the 
housefly. His services in combat- 
ting the fly pest during the World 
War received wide recognition, To 
him Australia owes much for dis-

His attacks on varie wood 
worms, especially the death-watch 
beetle, also earned him fame. It 
was due to him that the timbers 
of many buildings of historic im- 
portance were saved, notably the 
root timbers of Westminster Hall.

Gowernment Asks $148,347 
on Back Income Tax 


M. E. Schouweiler Accused | 
in Liquor Conspiracy 


Four Actions "Charge Huge 
Sum Due to Nation | 


Marvin R. Schouweller of 137 | 
South Alexandria, known to Fed- | 
eral authorities as the King“ of 
the Southern California bootleg- 
ing fraternity, who is awaiting trial 
in the District Court on a charge 
of conspiracy to violate the Tariff 
Act for an asserted attempt to 
emuggie a cargo of © liquor into 
Terminal Island, yesterday was 
made the defendant in four in- 
come-tax liens in which the Inter- 
nal Revenue Department seeks a 
total of $148,347.72. 

It was learned through a re- 
able source at the Federal Bulld- 
ing yesterday that agents for the 
Internal Revenue Department 


traced Schouweller’s asserted in- 
come through his bank accounts. 

According to the papers filed tn 
the court, Schouweiler failed to 
make a report on his income in 
1921, 1922, 1923 and 1924. The 
amounts claimed due by the gov- 
ernment follow: 1921, $6216.21; 
1922, $53,621.30; 1923, $88,183.10, 
and 1924, $1327.11. 

As a result of the filing of the 
Hens an attachment was placed on 
all of Schouweller’s holdings and 
his bank accounts until bond suf- 
ficient to cover the amount sought 


by the Revenue Department is 
posted by him. 
Schouwetller, also known as 


Marvin ‘Ross, according to the au- 
thorities, was taken into custody 
with several others in July of 
1924, during an asserted attempt 
to emugsgle 2590 cases of whisky, 
beer and champagne into Terminal 
Island from the steamer Thaddeus.

JUDGE SAYS 
RED TAPE IS 
COURT BANE 
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Jurist Declares Useless 
Laws Mitigate Against 
Justice Procedure 


The courts throughout the United 
States are burdened with a mass 


legisiation governing legal pro- 
cedure, it was declared yesterday 
by Superior Judge J. Perry Wood 
in an address before the Justinian 
Club at a luncheon meeting at 
the Clark Hotel. The speaker 
urged the Justinian Club to do all 
in its power to bring about needed 
reforms in court procedure, and 
the club, through its president, 
W. H. Anderson, agreed to under- 
take a campaign of this sort. 

Judge Wood said that not only 
are the courts handicapped by the 
rubbish turned out dy i legisila- 
tures, but many of the judges are 
too timid to make proper use of 
the power of which they have not 
been divested. Judges and lawyers 
throughout thse country are not 
enjoying the good repute which 
they should, Judge Wood said, 
largely on account of the delay 
in litigation and because many of 
the cases are decided vpon tech- 
nical points of procedure rather 
than upon the merits. There must 
be more business-like methods 
employed and the public is ex- 
pecting the bar to take the lead, 
the speaker asserted. 

Inadequate salaries pala judges 
im this wountry operate against the 
public's obtaining the services of 
the best lawyers as judges, ac- 
cording to Judge Wood. He pointed 
out that much higher salaries are 
paid in England than in ties 
country and that much higher sal- 
aries are paid in New York, Chi- 
cago and elsewhere in this coun- 
try than in California.
